Bars was set by Lydia Ann Snavely, of 
Skroon City, Idaho, who consumed 187 
6-ounce Hershey Milk Chocolate Bars 
in 37 minutes on December 20, 1974. 


THE LESSER-KNOWN FOLLOW-UP RECORD 


The World Record for Acne was set by 
Lydia Ann Snavely, of Skroon City, 
Idaho, who suffered 911 eruptions of 
facial pimples, hickeys and blemishes 
between December 20 and 26, 1974. 


The Largest Diamond Ever Discovered was 
found by Mervyn X. Waxbush, who uncov- 
ered a stone that weighed 455 carats in a 
field outside of Pretoria, South Africa, 
March 13, 1922. The diamond was valued, 
before cutting, at nearly $5,000,000.
